American Federation of Labor, Secre­ 
tary of Labor Wilson turned his at­ 
tention to Bolshevism and was hearti­ 
ly applauded when he asserted that 
no element of American labor would 
stand for Bolshevism for a moment 
when the true meaning of the move­ 
ment was understood. 
“ We have no fear of a political rev­ 
olution in the I nked States, 
it may 
be possible that parlor coal diggers 
may be misguiding a sufficient num­ 
ber of the labeling people to cause 
local disturbances that will be annoy­ 
ing, but no one in tile ranks of labor 
— whether lo* is classed as an extreme 
radical or an extrem e conservative, or 
to all 
the elem ents between these 
two— will stand for Bolshevism for a 
minute when he knows what Bolshev­ 
ism itself stands for. 
“They talk a great deal about the 
dictation of the proletariat and we J 
who have been more or less familiar 
with the theories that have been pro- i 
mitigated by .Marx and his assertion 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat 
had interpreted the dream to mean 
that a majority of the workers of the 
land would determine the policy of it 
and Impose it upon the balance of our ( 
people, and our workers were not wil­ 
ling to accept ev* n that kind of a 
principle. 
Defines True Freedom. 
“The great distinction between slav­ 
ery and freedom is that under freedom 
every man shall have the 
right 
to 
cease work for any reason that may 
be sufficient to himself. 
We have pro­ 
ceeded to the extent of sacrificing our 
blood and our treasure against the 
dictatorship of the monarchical autoc­ 
racy of Germany, which was built up 
on Ute selfsame idea that the kaiser 
a sui his group of advisers knew better 
what the workers desired and what 
was good for them than the workers 
knew themselves. 
“The American working man want* 
nothing of that kind of dictatorship 
of 
the 
proletariat. 
The 
American 
working man wants nothing of that 
kind of obligatory labor. 
The Ameri­ 
can working man wants nothing of the 
political, social or economic conditions 
that have existed and still exist in 
Russia."
